Report highlights 
workers’ low pay 

FULL-time workers in Luton have the 
lowest gross average earnings in the 
the east of England, according to 
statistics published by the GMB 
Union. 

The figures, which have come from 
the 2011 Annual Survey of Hours and 
Earnings from the Office of National 
Statistics, show that full-time 
employees in the town earn £27,225 
on average, which is 83.4 per cent of 
the UK gross average of £32,659. 

Paul Hayes GMB regional Secretary 
said: “This survey comes at the time 
when the government is considering 
regionalising public sector pay which 
will lower earnings in the region as 
many people work in the public 
sector. Local economies will suffer as 
everyone’s pay is dumbed down to 
the lowest common denominator. 

“National agreements mean that 
earnings in the UK regions are fair 
and equality proof and also that 
public sector employees can be 
more mobile to move around the UK. 
The impact of regionalising public 
sector pay would be to reduce the 
amount of disposable income in each 
local community and drive them 
further into recession. Indeed it 
would make the recession worse.” 

Cheryl Smart MBE, Chief Executive 
of Bedfordshire Chamber of 
Commerce, said: ‘It is concerning to 
see that workers in Luton have the 
lowest gross average earnings, 
according to this survey. Clearly no 
one wants to see a race to the 
bottom in terms of wages. 

“Balance needs to be found 
between fair wages which give 
individuals a real opportunity to 
participate in their local economy 
and flexibility for employers so that 
they can take on employees without 
having to face punitive red-tape and 
conditions. 

“Paying people a rate that 
compares favourably with other 
areas will help us to retain the 
considerable talent that we know is 
present within our local community 
and the Chamber is keen to support 
businesses to help them achieve 
this.” 


EU cannot be serious 



Mum and son set to be 
deported to Lanzarote 
over ‘abduction’ claims

A LUTON-BORN mum is 
being forced to leave the 
country under a European 
Law, after she fled from 
Lanzarote with her son to 
escape a relationship she 
claims was abusive. 

On Tuesday, the High Court 
decided that Marie Roche, 
33, of Nursery Road, Luton, 
would have to return to the 
Canary Island under The 
Hague Abduction 

Convention. 

Miss Roche first moved to 
Lanzarote in 2000 after los¬ 
ing her job at the Vauxhall 
plant in Luton. 

While there she began a 
relationship and had a child, 
but says the relationship 
soured and her partner 
became abusive and violent 
towards her. 

In May 2011, she fled 
Lanzarote and came back to 
Luton with her child but was 
quickly summoned to the 
High Court after her ex-part¬ 
ner accused of her of 
abducting their son. 

The High Court said she 
must return to Lanzarote, 
but stipulated that her ex 
must provide her living 
costs. 

On her return, she says that 
no money ever materialised 
and she was left with no 
option but to return to Luton 
eight months later. 

Again, she was summoned 


to the High Court, who 
decided on Tuesday that she 
must return to Lanzarote on 
Tuesday, August 7. 

Miss Roche said: “I will 
fight this because I’d do any¬ 
thing for my son, but every 
day this goes on the fight is 
draining out of me. 

“To call what IVe done 
‘abduction’ is ridiculous, yes 
I’ve taken him away, but I’ve 
done it for his safety. 

“If I have to go, I will, but 
what happens when I get 
there I don’t know. 

“I have nowhere to live, no 
employment, nothing at all.” 

Her father, fohn Roche 
said: “It beggars belief that 
someone in Brussels can 
dictate what is best for my 
daughter and my grand¬ 
child. 

“There are some foreign 
people in this country who 
should be deported, but 
can’t be because it infringes 
their human rights. 

“Yet here, you’ve got a 
Luton born girl who is being 
forced abroad and away 
from her home. 

“I don’t understand it at 
all.” 

A Ministry of Justice 
spokesman said: “We take 
every case of international 
parental child disputes very 
seriously and the 
Government works with 
other countries to help 
resolve cases in the best inter¬ 
ests of the children involved 
as quickly as possible.”

THE BODY of an elderly lady who 
died in a fire was left outside her 
property for six hours according 
to a neighbour. 

Fire crews were called to the 
house in Marsh Road, Luton, 
shortly before 5am on Saturday, 
July 21, following reports of 
smoke coming from a ground 
floor window. 

Upon arrival it was found that 
the elderly occupier of the 
property was still inside, but 
attempts to revive her were 
unsuccessful. 

But a neighbour, who didn’t 
want to be named, said: “After the 
lady was pronounced dead, her 
body was left out on the front 
garden of her property between 
5am and 9am under a red 
blanket. 

“A white tent was then put over 
the top before her body was 
removed at around 11am. 


“Although the police had tried to 
create a cordon to stop passers- 
by seeing her, it wasn’t enough. 

“It was a very distressing 
incident, and I can’t understand 
why her body would have to 
remain there for so long. 

A spokesman from Bedfordshire 
Police said: “We would like to take 


this opportunity to extend our 
deepest sympathies to the lady’s 
family at this sad time. 

“As with all deaths involving a 
fire police officers, Scenes of 
Crime Officers along with fire 
investigators attended the scene 
to conduct a full and thorough 
investigation. 


“This investigation is to ensure 
there are no suspicious 
circumstances surrounding the 
cause of the fire and to gather all 
available evidence on behalf of 
HM Coroner. 

“A police cordon was placed on 
the road and also at the garden of 
the property to ensure members 
of the public were kept away 
from the scene. 

“The lady was covered by 
officers in a dignified manner, 
however, it is unfortunate that a 
neighbour could still see into the 
garden. 

“It is imperative that nothing is 
removed from a scene whilst 
evidence is gathered and 
unfortunately this procedure 
does take some time to 
complete. 

“This death is now being dealt 
with by HM Coroner who will hold 
an inquest in due course.”

Moving Godiva art 


Two miss out on 
slice of cash from 
Portas scheme

DUNSTABLE and Luton’s High Town have 
been unsuccessful in their bids to be part of 
the Portas Pilot scheme. 

The pair were not among the 15 winners in 
the second wave of the £1.5m government proj¬ 
ect, aimed at regeneration town centres and 
high streets, which is headed by ‘Queen of 
Shops’, Mary Portas. 

The retail expert had previously described 
Dunstable town centre as a “graveyard” when 
she visited for a BBC programme in 2009, due to 
the amount of disused retail opportunities. 

Head of community services at Dunstable 
Town Council, Becky Wisbey said: “We are dis¬ 
appointed, but although our bid was unsuc¬ 
cessful we are still positive that we can play a 
role in the regeneration of Dunstable town cen¬ 
tre. 


“This money would have meant that over the 
year some significant projects and initiatives 
would have taken place in the town centre to 
assist in reviving the High Street and support¬ 
ing local business. 

“As a result of being unsuccessful, the pro¬ 
posed projects and initiatives will not be possi¬ 
ble. 

“However, Dunstable Town Council is still 
committed to regenerating and improving the 
town centre. We have already invested heavily 
in the town centre recently with the re-launch 
of Dunstable Market and the investment in new 
stalls and marketing campaign.” 

Bid campaigners in Luton, Friends of High 
Town, posted a statement on their Facebook 
page, which read: “The High Town Team's sec¬ 
ond bid for the Portas Pilot money was not suc¬ 
cessful, but more help could still be available. 

“We intend to stay together as a team, to help 
High Town Road.”

Trio jailed for kidnap

A DANGEROUS’ former 
Olympic hopeful has been 
jailed for 12 years for the 
public’s protection after kid¬ 
napping and torturing a man 
for money. 

Disgraced Julian Hughes- 
John, 31, of Luxembourg 
Close, Luton, had previously 
represented Great Britain in 
its Bobsleigh team through¬ 
out Europe. He was part of a 
trio who bundled their victim 
into a van whilst brandishing 
a shotgun and wearing bala¬ 
clavas, before hammering a 
drill bit into his ankle. 

The court heard how the 
three had targeted their victim, 
believing he had access to sub¬ 
stantial amounts of money. 

It was only by chance that a 
passing police car spotted the 
suspicious van parked in 
Selsey Road, Luton, and 
stopped to speak to the driver. 
But the driver pulled away, 
before stopping further down 
the road and fleeing with his 
accomplices on March 24 last 
year. The trio were later cap¬ 
tured. 

On checking the inside of the 
vehicle, officers were shocked 
to find a 32-year-old Luton 
man tied up, after being kid¬ 
napped as he walked home 
along Colin Road close to the 
junction of Stockingstone 
Road that evening. 

Judge David Farrell QC told 
the defendants during sen¬ 
tencing on Thursday that it

was a calculated and ruthless 
attack which left a man fear¬ 
ing for his life. 

He said: It was a significant¬ 
ly serious and violent assault 
in which you deliberately 
incapacitated the victim to 
prevent him escaping, per¬ 
haps in order to tell you where 
the money was. 

“It was only because of the 
timely arrival of the police 
that this was bought to an 
end. The victim feared what 
else might have happened to 
him, had they not passed by.” 

He added that the victim has 
suffered serious psychological 
effects since the 25-minute 
long attack. 

They had even followed the 
victim’s girlfriend earlier in 
the day, before waiting for 
him near to her house and 
pouncing on him as he got 
out of his car. 

Judge Farrell repeatedly 
stressed that if it wasn’t for the 
timely and coincidental pass¬ 
ing of the police car, it is not

known what else the victim 
might have been subjected to. 

Hughes-John was found 
guilty of kidnap and grievous 
bodily harm with intent and 
yesterday sentenced to 12 
years in prison with a public 
protection order, meaning he 
will be on licence for a mini¬ 
mum of ten years after he has 
completed his sentence, half 
of which must be served in 
custody. 

The court heard how, after 
being imprisoned ten years 
ago for his part in an armed 
robbery, Hughes-John turned 
his life around through sport, 
being selected to compete in 
the British bob-sleigh team 
across Europe. 

But after the U.S refused him 
a visa to enter the country and 
compete, because of his vio¬ 
lent history, he turned back to 
a life of crime. 

Judge Farrell said: “After 
managing to rebuild your life, 
your willingness to return to 
crime at such a ruthless and 



serious level when things did 
not work out satisfies me that 
there is a strong risk to the 
public of serious harm. 

“You are a person who is 
cool, calculated and can use 
your intelligence in a way that 
can and does present a real 
danger to the public. I am 
therefore imposing a public 
protection order on you.” 

Dean Raeside, aged 23, from 
Stephens Close, Luton, was 
found guilty of the same 
offences and was jailed for 12 
years, and must serve a mini¬ 
mum of six years in prison. 

Dean Wright, aged 27, from 
Rivergate House, Luton, the 
driver of the van, pleaded 
guilty to kidnap and was con¬ 
victed of GBH with intent. He 
was sentenced to 11 years, 
half of which will be served in 
custody. 

Both were spared public 
protection orders. A fourth 
man believed to be involved 
in the attack was not cap¬ 
tured. 


War of words breaks out in community debate at council 


A LABOUR councillor has rubbished 
suggestions that the council’s community 
debate is a party political move after 
telling Liberal Democrat councillors to 
‘shut up’. 

Councillor Robin Harris, the finance 
portfolio holder, made the statement 
during Monday’s overview and scrutiny 
board meeting following accusations by 
Liberal Democrat councillors that the 
public consultation over the authority’s 
financial plans didn’t give residents much 
choice. 

Liberal Democrat deputy leader Cllr 
Martin Panting said: “The consultation 


seems to be more of a moan about the 
cuts and less about what people want. 

“The public have not been asked about 
their appetite for a council tax rise or 
have they been asked to make any 
recommendations. I think it’s political in 
nature.” 

His sentiments were echoed by fellow 
Liberal Democrat Cllr Michael Dolling who 
said: “It’s a very strange and peculiar 
consultation. 

“It's not allowing the public to say if they 
wanted their council tax increased or 
lowered. I would have thought there 
would have been an option for people to 


say whether they wanted a tax rise.” 
However, Cllr Harris strenuously denied 
this and argued the community debate 
was the ‘right thing to do’. 

He said: “We’ve got a situation where we 
can’t run services in the future that we’re 
running now. We are treating tax-payers’ 
money as if it’s our own and making sure 
we are accountable for every single penny. 

“To suggest that this consultation is 
political...! would invite people to make 
that complaint now or shut up. We are 
working against a government that 
doesn’t care and an opposition with its 
head buried in the ground.”

Allowance payments 
revealed at authority

SEVERAL members of a council 
have seen their allowances rise 
by as much as £10,000 since the 
authority came into being with 
the leader making an additional 
£22,700 over the past two years. 

Members of Central 
Bedfordshire Council have 
received rises in their allowances 
since the financial year 2009/10 
varying from £3,000 to £10,300. 

Leader of the council, James 
Jamieson (pictured), has received 
almost £23,000 more in his 
allowances to a total of more than 
£41,000 since the authority came 
into existence in 2009 and Peter 
Hollick, ward councillor for 
Watling, made an extra £10,000 
bringing him up to £23,600 after 
he was appointed to the executive. 

Both members of the executive, 
Cllr Brian Spurr, member for 
Leighton Linslade Central, 
claimed £8,800 more in the 
2011/12 year than in the previous 
term making a total of £30,200 
and Cllr Maurice Jones for 
Biggleswade made £25,800, 
almost £4,000 extra than during

2009/10. A spokeswoman for 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
said: “These councillors have had 
changes to their roles since 
Central Bedfordshire Council was 
formed.

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Call for action as cable 
theft causes misery

RAIL BOSSES have demanded a 
reform in scrap metal dealing 
after cable thieves brought an 
entire rail service to a standstill 
leaving thousands stranded on 
platforms across the county. 

First Capital Connect cancelled 
services between Bedford and 
London on Thursday with com¬ 
muters forced to use replacement 
buses and taxis after the crooks 
struck at a section of track near 
Millbrook. 

Those heading into the capital 
faced delays of up to 90 minutes 
and one passenger described 
Olympic Volunteers among those 
caught up in the chaos. The dis¬ 
ruption had a knock on effect 
through the whole Thameslink 
service with passengers as far 
south as Brighton caught up in 
the chaos. 

British Transport Police (BTP) 
admitted that the rural location 
of the theft was not being moni¬ 
tored by CCTV revealing 500 
metres of telecoms cable and 400 
metres of fibre optic cable had 
been cut and taken from the 
scene. 

Detectives are now looking at 
local scrap dealership in an 
attempt to retrieve the cable 
which could be worth up to 
£1,000 on the black market. 

Now calls have been made for 
better regulation of the scrap 



metal industry. Martin Frobisher, 
Network Rail route managing 
director, said: “Network Rail has 
taken extensive measures to pro¬ 
tect our vital railway but we are 
only stemming the tide. 

“Reform that effectively takes 
away the illegal market in scrap 
metal, including an effective 
licensing regime and adequate 
power to police and magistrates, 
is sorely needed to help stamp 
out the misery caused by these 
thieves. 

“It takes just one criminal to dis¬ 
rupt people's journeys and we 
urge anyone with information 
about this theft to contact the 
British Transport Police.” 

Prospective Police 

Commissioner Jas Parmar backed 
up Mr Frobisher’s calls. 

Fie added: “Bedfordshire has 
been 

blighted by metal theft in recent 
years. These are not opportunists 
but career criminals. I want them 


targeted and the scrap metal 
dealers who buy it. 

“I want the police to take a 
robust approach to this increas¬ 
ing problem.” 

BTP claim the number of cable 
thefts have dropped since a 
nationwide operation, that sees 
scrap metal dealers get authori¬ 
sation and ID from sellers, came 
into force earlier this year. 

One of those affected by 
Thursday’s travel misery, Sandra, 
a nurse at St Bartholomew’s 
Hospital in London who lives in 
Flitwick, tweeted and said: “It’s 
going to take me an extra hour to 
get to work today. I hope the 
thieves who nicked the cables 
don’t need chemo as it might be 
delayed. 

“I need to get to Barts to prepare 
chemo for approx 100 patients, 
make sure the thieves know that!” 

Don Gill, who works in the cen¬ 
tre of London, added: “My only 
opportunity to have seen the 
Olympic Torch as it goes past my 
work scuppered. I saw some 2012 
volunteers on the trains too. They 
would have had a nightmare get¬ 
ting to the Olympic Park.” 

BTP are appealing for anyone 
who may provide details of the 
theft which took place at around 
12.50pm on Wednesday on land 
near to Millbrook Road near 
Millbrook. Anyone with informa¬ 
tion about the incident should 
contact BTP on Freefone 0800 
405040.

Jas makes vow to prevent 
crime and maintain peace 


IN November this year, the whole of Bedfordshire will be 
voting for a new Police and Crime Commissioner, who will 
take over from the present police authority and its chairman, 
to help run our police force. The Conservatives have chosen 
their prospective candidate, Jas Parmar, and STEVE LOWE has 
talked to him about the new job and how he hopes to fill it. 


JAS is known by his children as a 
‘freshie’, which means he was 
born in India and came over 
here as an adult. That was 33 
years ago. 

He said: “I hail from the Punjab. 
My father was an army officer. He 
was my inspiration. I was only ten 
when he died but he is still my 
hero.” 

He moved to Hitchin 33 years 
ago and worked in a factory for 
£1.06 an hour. 

Jas said: “Work is important and I 
have always believed in working 
hard and supporting myself and 
my family. In 1982 I joined the 
Metropolitan Police Force. At that 
time there was 125 black and Asian 
officers out of a total of 25,000. We 
were treated ok. 

“Perhaps the mood then was one 
of not complaining enough and is 
now one of complaining too much. 

“I left in 1987 to start my own 
business. There was a recession 
then but I like to find opportunity 
in recession.” 

Jas now runs a Post Office in 
Kempston, next to Bedford, and 
has been a Conservative council¬ 


lor for that area. But what does he 
think of the cuts, of privatisation 
and of G4S? 

Jas: “We have to go down the 
route of savings. We must reduce 
our debt. Like any good business 
or household, we have to tighten 
our belt and the police cannot be 
an exception. 

“I see no problem with outsourc¬ 
ing. Police working in the back 
office should be out in the com¬ 
munity. We can get companies to 
do this work for less money and 
who are trained for it. Outsourcing 
is not new. But G4S, especially as 
recent events have done them no 
favours, should not be the only 
bidder. Why not local companies, 
or the NHS or the councils? 

“It has to be done on merit with 
a business hat on.” 

And how does he see the job? 

Jas said: “My role will be as the 
link between the public and the 
police, which will be less bureau¬ 
cratic and more democratic. 
Bottom-up rather than top-down. 

“I cannot tell people we can 
employ more police officers 
because it cannot be funded. 



“People will judge me on my 
record. As a councillor I served 
everyone irrespective of their 
party allegiances, background or 
ethnicity 

“The most important thing is 
experience. I can deliver. This is a 
very important and powerful role, 
representing 600,000 people. 

“My primary objective will be to 
see the police prevent crime, 
detect crime and maintain 
peace.”

We see fishing line wrapped 
around swans causing deep 
wounds in their flesh, hooks pierc¬ 
ing their beaks and swallowed 
weights causing internal injuries 
and blockages. It can be heart- 
wrenching. 

What is so frustrating is that these 
horrific injuries are so unnecessary 
and easily avoided. 

Angling is enjoyed by many peo¬ 
ple and many anglers invest sub¬ 
stantial time and money in 
improving the waterside environ¬ 
ment. 

The vast majority of them do dis¬ 
pose of their unwanted fishing 
tackle properly. 

Now we need to reach the minor¬ 
ity who don’t - perhaps because 
they are novice anglers and are not 
aware of the implications. 

For the first time, this year the 
RSPCA has joined forces with the 
Angling Trust, the Environment 
Agency and the National Swan 
Convention, which represents 
swan rescue groups, in an attempt 
to tackle these problems. 

If you are going fishing this sum¬ 
mer please remember to dispose of 
your unwanted fishing tackle 
responsibly.

SIR - Did your readers know that 
one in eight of us cares for a dis¬ 
abled, elderly or frail family mem¬ 
ber? 

Carers provide round the clock 
care for their loved ones, often with 
very little support or recognition of 
their selfless devotion. 

I work for a charity called Vitalise. 
We provide desperately-needed 
respite breaks for disabled people 
and carers and we know that a reg¬ 
ular break from caring is often the 
only thing that enables carers to 
carry on. 

The problem is that our own 
research shows that six out of ten 
carers are overwhelmed with feel¬ 
ings of worry or guilt about the 
putting the person they care for 
into respite care, even for just a few 
days. 


How can these people justify 
charging this amount of money? 

My wife and I get just under 
£200 per week. 

This has to cover council tax, 
food, gas and electric. 

I get no help with pension credit 
or reduced council tax, just a 
winter fuel allowance. 

Now, if I can manage on this 

This is a terrible situation to be 
in, because it means that most car¬ 
ers are never able to properly 
‘switch off’ from the unrelenting 
stress of caring. 

Some carers are so consumed by 
guilt and worry about the standard 
of care that their loved ones might 
receive that they end up not taking 
any respite at all, but simply strug¬ 
gle on at home, putting their own 
health at risk in the process. 

As the population ages and more 
people than ever before are in need 
of respite care, we are urging 
respite service providers to pay 
more attention to the quality of 
respite care they provide, in order 
to put carers’ minds at ease and 
enable them to make the most of 
the respite opportunities they so 
richly deserve. 

I would like to ask your readers to 
join us in calling for quality, choice 
and dignity in respite care for all, 
and to support our vital work.

Benefits take up 

SIR - We read with concern the 
recent Tax Action report from 
Unbiased.co.uk which reveals that 
British taxpayers are not taking 
advantage of the help available to 
them and more than £7bn in 
means-tested tax credits is going 
unclaimed. 

Our own research echoes these 
findings and discovered that two- 
thirds of those on low incomes in 
the UK were not claiming in-work 
benefits they may be entitled to, 
with a staggering 89 per cent of 
those eligible unaware they were 
entitled.

ceasing employment altogether, as 
it may actually lead to a reduction 
in their household income. 

If work is to pay, increasing the 
take up of in-work benefits is vital. 

We believe the Government 
needs to do more to improve the 
communication around the avail¬ 
ability of tax credits and encourage 
employers to signpost their work¬ 
ers to such forms of financial sup¬ 
port. 

Our free and confidential website 
- www.turn2us.org.uk has a 
Benefits Calculator which allows 
people to check their eligibility for 
welfare benefits and tax credits. 

We urge anyone who is unsure of 
the tax credits system or who has 
experienced a change in their cir¬ 
cumstances to log on and see what 
they might be entitled to.

S CHOOL summer holidays 
have begun, which for 
most working parents 
simply moves the problems. 

School is bad enough these 
days, where the parents are 
expected to be teaching assis¬ 
tants and have walk-on parts 
when required. 

We could lose our whole holi¬ 
day entitlement if we managed 
to attend every event where par¬ 
ents are expected to be present. 

As you might guess, we are not 
the best at either attending or 
being prepared. I was never in 
the Boy Scouts.

Chiefs ‘pleased’ with feedback on development 


MORE than 1,000 people 
attended a public exhibition 
showcasing development ideas 
for the land north of Houghton 
Regis. 

Residents who went along were 
presented with plans for the 
development of ‘Site 1’, which is 
identified in Central Bedfordshire 
Council’s Framework Plan and is 
being put forward by The 
Houghton Regis Development 
Consortium (HRDC) - a joint 
venture between Lands 
Improvement Holdings (LIH) and 
AXA Real Estate Management. 

They included an illustrative 
masterplan describing proposed 
community benefits, an artist’s 
bird’s eye impression, proposals 
for transport and infrastructure, 
ecology and use of green public 
spaces. 

The proposed development’s 


completion date has been set for 
2031. 

The event was held between 
Thursday, July 19 and Tuesday, 
July 24 by HRDC. 

Both companies along with 
other landowners have been 
involved with the site for more 
than 15 years. 

Dan Innes, community 
engagement consultant for 
HRDC, said: “We are delighted to 
have received such a huge 
response from the local 
community. 

“We had over 1,000 local 
residents attend our public 
exhibition, and the questionnaire 
results so far support their 
positive feedback as well.” 

Kevin Moriarty, managing 
director of LIH, said: “We are very 
pleased with interest received 
from the exhibition, and the five 


days have been successful in 
obtaining local residents 
feedback. 

“In particular we have had 
young and older local residents 
comment on our proposals - 
which has been excellent. Based 
on the feedback from our 
workshops last month, and this 
exhibition, we look forward to 
integrating this feedback into our 
outline planning application to be 
submitted later this year.” 

A website for the scheme 
www.hrnl.co.uk - has been set 
up and details the vision for the 
site. Visitors can see a copy of 
the exhibition boards, and 
complete the same 
questionnaire as from the 
exhibition. The questionnaire will 
be available until August 31 and 
after that date the results will be 
compiled.

Doctor aoes on to 


DR May Witwit is an Iraqi lecturer who left her home 
country with her husband in 2008 when day-to-day 
violence on the streets reached almost unbearable 
levels, five years after dictator Saddam Hussein had 
been finally toppled. Last week she graduated with a 
PhD in English Literature from the University of 
Bedfordshire and, following her ceremony, reporter 
CARL MUNGAZI caught up with her. 



IT’S not every day you graduate 
with a doctorate. 

It’s also not every day that you 
graduate having fled your home 
country four years earlier. 

But for Dr May Witwit, last 
week was a milestone in a jour¬ 
ney that began on the day coali¬ 
tion forces entered Iraq. 

She said: “I used to lecture at 
Baghdad University during the 
day and then go to teach at a pri¬ 
vate institute to get extra income. 

“Most of us had two or three 
jobs at the time just to make 
ends meet. When the invasion 
started I was not with it - you’re 
never with an invasion of your 
country - but I didn’t expect 
things to get this bad. 

“During the war we all stayed in 
our homes and didn’t go out; we 
only heard the bombs dropping 
everywhere. 

“I had friends staying with me 
because our area was supposed 
to be a bit safer and we collected 
dried food and things like that in 
case things got bad.” 

The situation got worse after 
the war ended. In 2005, the Iraqi 
elections saw Islamic parties rise 
to power and they took away 
many of the rights that had been 
previously available under the 
Saddam regime. 

Dr Witwit added: “After the 2005 
elections, the Islamic parties 
were empowered. 

“I no longer had the freedom to 
wear what I liked and drive my 
car without feeling threatened. 
My husband started taking me to 
work until it got too dangerous to 


drive. I started to cover my hair 
and wear long sleeved tops. 
These things affected personal 
freedom but that would have 
been okay if there had be no 
killing. I remember driving to 
university one day when the car 
in front signalled for me to slow 
down. 

“I did and that’s when I saw the 
dead body of a young man lying 
in front me. If I hadn’t slowed 
down I would have gone over 


him. It gave me such a shock. I 
couldn’t drive anymore; I called 
the university and said I couldn't 
go to the exam. 

“There was a time when a dead 
body lay at my front gate for 
three days and we couldn’t move 
it because a sniper would shoot 
you. 

“We went to some shops near 
our area and there were bodies 
dumped in the rubbish. Iraq had 
turned into a graveyard for

Dr Witwit said: “Bee and I cor¬ 
responded from 2005 and at that 
point it got too dangerous for me 
and my husband. 

“We fled to Syria for seven 
months and tried gaining entry 
into the UK but our visa was 
denied. 

“Someone advised Bee to con- 


them I got a fellowship at the 
university.” 

Her emails with Bee were pub¬ 
lished in a book in 2010 and the 
proceeds helped funded her stay 
in the UK. During her doctorate 
she worked two days a week on a 
student placement at the univer¬ 
sity and as a translator on the 
weekend. It was hard for May. 

Dr Witwit said: “The journey 
wasn’t easy, it was difficult actually. 

“I was trying to adjust to jug¬ 
gling work and studying at the 


at the back of the throat when I 
thought of home because 
diaspora living has not always 
been an easy thing. 

“You live two different lives; 
one in the mind from your mem¬ 
ories, and the other is reality.” 

Although she is now settled, Dr 
Witwit still harbours hopes of 
returning to Iraq once the situa¬ 
tion improves. 

She said: “I would return if 
things got better but give me a 
week without explosions in Iraq. 

“If I went back now I would be

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Olympics trip is just 
the ticket for Darren

A SOLDIER diagnosed with post- 
traumatic stress disorder has 
spoken of how ‘good’ he feels 
after being given tickets for the 
Olympics. 

Lance Corporal Darren Elston, 
from Luton, is part of the Army Air 
Corps (6 Regt AAC (V)) and he will 
be watching the Women’s 
Handball semi-finals on August 9 
with his 11-year-old daughter 
after he received the tickets as 
part of the Tickets for Troops and 
London 2012 Ticketshare Scheme. 

He said: “I felt over the moon to 
have tickets and I could offer my 
daughter a once-in-a-lifetime 
chance to see the Olympics. 

“I know it will make her feel spe¬ 
cial after all the times she had to 
wait for her daddy to come back 
from tour. Ticket for Troops 
means a lot to serving soldiers 
and their families. 

“I was diagnosed with PTSD and 
Tickets for Troops has made me 
feel good about the job we do. 

“The charity really helps fami¬ 
lies and servicemen and women 
because the tickets show we are 
appreciated for our service to Her 
Majesty the Queen. It’s a great 
charity which I fully support.” 

Ten thousand tickets have been 
donated to the charity through

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The Lynx effect at zoo

ONE proud set of 
parents have been 
showing off their new¬ 
born at Whipsnade Zoo 
this week. 

The all-girl trio of 
European Lynx, born in 
June to parents Maja 
and Timo, have spent 
the last few weeks 
tucked up in their den 
but have just begun to 
explore outside. 


Now they are big 
enough to venture out 
on their own, the playful 
kittens can be spotted 
perched on logs and 
playing hide and seek 
with each other in the 
long grass while mum 
keeps a close watch. 

Senior keeper Carole 
Day said: “Mum’s doing 
a sterling job of looking 
after all three kittens. 

“They are starting to 
become more adventur¬ 
ous and independent 


and are having lots of 
fun exploring their 
paddock.” 

The triplets are the 
second litter to be born 
to Whipsnade’s rare 
European Lynx - one of 
Europe’s largest preda¬ 
tors. 

They were born blind 
and helpless, weighing 
between 8.5oz and 
15oz and will reach 
adult-size at around two 
years old. 

Whipsnade’s kittens 


are already showing off 
their distinctive pointed 
ears and large padded 
paws but won’t develop 
their spotted markings 
for another few months 
yet. 

Known as crepuscular 
species, European Lynx 
are most active at dawn 
and dusk and the kittens 
are no exception - keep¬ 
ers at the zoo see the 
cheeky trio playing most 
often at the beginning 
and end of the day.

DEAN Brill has revealed that a 
deal to bring him back to home¬ 
town club Luton Town is on the 
table and he's hopeful of ham¬ 
mering out the details. 

The goalkeeper graduated 
through the ranks at Kenilworth 
Road and played 94 times for the 
Hatters after breaking into the 
first team in 2003.
